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FOREWORD 


MM.  Kouchakji  Freres,  who  were  instrumental  in  the  introduc- 
tion of  Fatimid  Rakka  in  Europe,  and  later,  in  this  country,  have 
been  gratified  by  the  admiration  evidenced  by  the  collectors  for  this 
ware,  and  in  order  to  further  the  interest  already  shown  by  American 
art  lovers  in  this  and  other  Near  Eastern  potteries,  they  have  chosen 
a  group  of  the  most  characteristic  and  beautiful  specimens  from  their 
collection  for  dispersal  at  the  American  Art  Galleries.  It  comprises 
Mesopotamia!)  Rakka  (mainly  of  the  IX  century),  Persian  and  His- 
pano-Moresque  plates,  bowls,  tabourets,  square  and  star-shaped  tiles, 
vases  and  alberelli,  displaying  a  variety  of  superb  colors,  with  the 
beauty  of  many  further  enhanced  by  an  exquisite  iridescence,  wrought 
by  the  hand  of  the  great  potter,  Time! 

MM.  Kouchakji  have  also  included  a  choice  collection  of  Egyp- 
tian, Syrian  and  Graeco-Roman  glass — jars,  bottles,  flasks,  amphorae 
and  sacrificial  cups  of  the  greatest  interest  and  rarity,  dating  from  the 
VIII  century  B.C.  up  to  the  XVI  century. 

It  might  be  added  that  MM.  Kouchakji  have  informed  us  that  in 
making  the  attributions  of  the  individual  specimens,  they  have  not  only 
relied  upon  the  best  recognized  authorities  available,  but  they  have 
themselves  made  special  investigations  which  have  enabled  them  to 
correct  a  number  of  popular  fallacies  in  connection  with  the  dating 
of  antique  pottery  and  glass.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE

A  deposit  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the 
purchase  prices  as  may  be  required. 

If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the  lot  or  lots  so  pur- 
chased may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

IV.  Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  t lie  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire, 
breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

V  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon 
payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

VI.  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
bill  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
receipted  bill  Is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss. 

VII.  Storage  in  default  of  prompt  payment  and  calling  for  p-oods:  Articles  not 
paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following 
that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to 
and  stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser, 
and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against 
the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will 
be  upon  the  purchaser. 

In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the 
day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any 
other  stipulation  in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots
